Measures Promised 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — In a speech Wednesday night, 
President Ford told the Business Council U.S. economy is in 
difficult straits and he would propose m easures to update his 
policy shortly after the new Congress convenes. The P re si­ 
dent today has planned meeting with the auto industry’s top 
executives and union leaders to discuss the industry’s 
mounting unemployment and sagging sales that “ affect our 
economy on a very broad basis.” 


Tax Cut Suggested 


Three economists testifying before the Senate Budget 
Com mittee Wednesday said unemployment would soar in 
1975 to 8 per cent or more, with no recovery in prospect until 
late in the year. Two of them suggested the governm ent 
should cut income taxes and allow the money supply to grow 
at a higher rate to prime the economy. The Wharton School 
at the University of Pennsylvania predicted in its quarterly 
economic forecast the recession will continue for several 
months but should disappear in time for the bicentennial 
celebration in 1976 


Deception Claimed 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — John D. Ehrlichm an Wednesday 
testified that he knew little about the W atergate incident and 
sees himself as a man who was deceived by the m an he had 
served loyally, Richard M. Nixon. He also denied having any 
hand in or knowledge of hush money paym ents to the 
burglars to “keep them on the reservation” ; passing “ veiled 
assu ran ces” of clemency to W atergate principals; or using 
the CIA to block the F B I’s investigation. 


Satellite Planned 


WASHINGTON (UPI) 
An unm anned Russian satellite 
mission, scheduled for late 1975, represents a m ajor step in 
scientific cooperation between Russia and the United States. 
The satellite will carry small American biological experi­ 
ments into orbit for 20 to 30 days. The agreem ent was 
reached at a meeting of scientists and engineers in 
Tashkent. Russia, recently and announced Wednesday by 
the U S space agency Russia flies a biological research 
satellite about once a year in the Cosmos series. 


Inmates Surrender 


BOSTON (UPI) — Walpole State Prison officials refused 
to grant am nesty to eight inm ates who held three hostages 
for 26 hours. The eight, however, released the hostages and 
surrendered late Wednesday night when the officials agreed 
to “ be reasonable” in discussing dem ands. Com missioner 
Frank A Hall said he would meet with the inm ates today. 
Norfolk County District Attorney George G. Burke said the 
prisoners would be charged with taking hostages and 
assaulting a corrections officer

NEW YORK (UPI) — Seventeen young soldiers, who will 
be tried for mutiny because they went on strike when told 
they would have to shave off their beards and cut their hair, 
have found a champion. The father of the one of the soldiers, 
a T eam sters union official, William Nuchow will fly to West 
Berlin Friday to testify that soldiers have a right to w ear 
long hair and beards. The m axim um penalty for m utiny is 
hanging. 


Agreement Reached 


SALISBURY, Rhodesia (UPI) — Following an agreem ent 
Wednesday to end two years of guerrilla w arfare between 
the white suprem acist governm ent and black nationalist 
movement. Prim e Minister Ian Smith said he would release 
about IOO black political prisoners. He also said he would let 
Rhodesia’s black m ajority engage in “ norm al political 
activity.” Nationalist sources in neighboring Zam bia said 
Rhodesia's two m ajor guerrilla leaders —Joshua Nkomo and 
the Rev. Ndabaningi Sithole - would begin talks with Smith 
within two months prnbahlv in London

DEAR LUCY — I clean scuff marks off my own white 
vinyl patent shoes with nail polish remover. It seems this 
would apply as well for children’s shoes but perhaps 
readers with small children will tell us of their experiences. 
I find white vinegar poured on a cloth or crushed paper 
towel does a good job of removing the dark greasy sub­ 
stance that accumulates around the cutting wheel on my 
electric can opener.

DEAR POLLY — My Pet Peeve is with the manufacturers 
of knitting yarn.

It seems they could wind the yarn into balls as 
they do crochet thread and twine and save us hours of work. 
As a big yarn user I had accumulated lots of leftover yarn. 
I used some of it to make a sweater of squares like a patch­ 
work quilt and find it goes with any slacks or skirts because 
of its many colors. — WILLIE MAE. 
DEAR POLLY — I think the tone of a pocket-size transis­ 
tor radio is improved by placing it in an empty open fruit jar 
with the speaker side down but do be sure to leave air space 
between tne radio and the jar. The jar acts like a resonance 
chamber to bring out the bass tones.

DEAR POLLY — I save tubes from waxed paper, foil and 
best of all Christmas wrap, as they are larger. Cut off a slice 
of a tube with a sharp knife and put it around bows on 
Christmas packages being mailed as so to keep the bows 
from being crushed. — ELLA. 
POLLY’S NOTE: When such tubes are not large enough, 
use cardboard cut to the proper size and stapled together. 
DEAR POLLY — Never throw away a quilted bed pad be­ 
cause it is worn in the center. I recycle my worn ones by 
using the good parts, usually around the edges, as a padding 
for pot holders. When recovering my vinyl kitchen chairs a 
section of a pad was used to make the seats much more com­ 
fortable. - MRS.J.S. 
POLLY’S NOTE: When making tie-on pads for chairs, 
such padding makes great inside liners as they are not thick 
enough to heighten the chair too much.

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Inflation Slows Down Atheism

Madalyn Murray O’Hair, the 
militant atheist who won the

As a result, she sees “hard 
times ahead for us atheists 
in the short range” on 
several major church-state 
issues, partly because of the 
formidable power of the 
Roman Catholic Church and 
the growing acquiescence of 
politicians.

flation,” Mrs. O’Hair said in 
an interview

The constitutional wall be­ 
tween church and state “has 
been absolutely flattened in 
the past few years,” she 
said. 
Mrs. O’Hair, who directs 
the Society of Separationists 
in Austin, Tex., is touring the 
country promoting her new 
book, 
“ Freedom 
Under 
Siege.” 
She received nationwide 
notoriety in June, 1963, when 
the Supreme Court in a 
landmark decision upheld 
her claim that government- 
required prayers and Bible 
readings in public schools 
were unconstitutional. 
Although she describes

audience leans over railings 
on walkways and balconies 
on the mall level above the 
makeshift stage. 
Keith Rase, with the firm 
that manages the malls, 
breathed huge signs of relief 
when there was no heckling, 
hooting or jeering that day a 
year ago when the chamber 
orchestra first broke the ice 
with an audience composed 
of all ages and every musical 
taste. 
So did Sayard Stone, 
conductor 
of 
the 
nine- 
member chamber group 
drawn from the New Haven 
Symphony. 
During an interview after 
a concert at the Lafayette 
Plaza Shopping Mall in 
Bridgeport the other night, 
Stone said he came to the 
experimental program with 
mixed feelings. 
First, he was enthusiastic. 
“We have to develop new 
audiences,” he said. 
Second, he was fearful. “I 
wasn’t sure of the exact mix 
of classical music that would 
appeal to the masses,” he 
said. 
Stone is a professor of 
music at Quinnipiac College 
in 
Hamden, 
Conn. 
He 
teaches 
also 
at 
the 
University of Connecticut in 
Waterbury. 
With the right mix of 
classical music, he figures 
the 
concerts-at-the-mall 
movement could spread 
across the nation. Chamber 
groups 
also 
may 
find 
receptive audiences at other 
places where many people 
gather —say airports. 
“I’m still learning,” Stone 
said. “So far, a sequence of 
pieces contrasting in nature 
go over best. That is, 
something 
long, 
then 
something short; something 
loud, then something soft; 
something 
slow, 
then 
something fast.” 
Some of the hits include: 
—The first movement of 
Mozart’s “A Little Night 
Music.” 
—Bartok’s 
“ Rumanian 
Folk Dances.” 
—Brahms’ 
“Hungarian 
Dance No. 5.” 
Selections from musicals, 
such as ’‘Fiddler on the 
Roof,” are offered also. 
They are, of course, very 
popular. 
Kathleen and Walter Kru- 
thaupt, of Norwalk, in a 
postconcert interview talked 
about the concerts. 
They made these points, 
giving audience reaction. 
—In an era when much 
music is canned and of rock 
or country type, there is a 
newness about the sound of 
classical music —and a 
novelty in seeing it per­ 
formed live.” 
—“We were shopping here 
all day and just to sit here 
and listen to this takes the 
drudgery out of shopping.” 
During 
the 
concert, 
children sat on the edge of 
their chairs, babies slept in 
their mothers’ arms and old 
folks wiped away tears. 
Some were carried to 
other 
worlds. 
One white 
haired man, hands folded, 
eyes closed, stayed that way 
throughout. 
When the music stopped, 
his eyes opened slowly, and a 
big, 
satisfying 
sm ile 
wreathed his face. 
—P.S. 
To 
encourage 
youngsters 
thinking 
of 
taking music lessons, the 
mall concerts also feature a 
young 
Connecticut 
per­ 
former in a solo part. The 
soloist at this concert was 
Chris McCormack, 17, from 
Westport and a freshman at 
Yale University. He played 
Telemann’s Concerto for 
Viola and Orchestra.
